HISTORY AND LOCATION. Dillard University is the result 
of the merger of two institutions which were established in the 
heart of the deep South nearly three-quarters of a century ago. 
These two institutions, Straight College and New Orleans Uni- 
versity, accumulated through their seventy years of service a 
great tradition which, upon their merger, became the heritage 
of Dillard University. The University is named after the late 
Dr. James Hardy Dillard because of the great service which he 
rendered in behalf of Negro Eductaion. The sixty- two acre cam- 
pus, with its five major buildings and six faculty houses, is 
located in and outlying section of New Orleans, well-removed 
from the distractions of the business district, yet easily accessible 
to all parts of the city by bus and streetcar. 

RATING. Dillard University is a class “A” institution, ac- 
credited by the Louisiana State Board of Education and by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
COURSES. The curriculum of the University is organized in- 
to three divisions: the Division of Literature and the Fine Arts, 
which includes English literature, French literature, German 
literature, drama, music, and art; the Division of the Sciences, 
which includes biology, chemistry, physics, and mathematics; 
and the Division of the Social Studies, which includes economics, 
education and psychology, history and government, religion and 
philosophy, and social anthropology. The curriculum also pro- 
vides a program of pre-professional training for students who 
intend to enter the fields of medicine, dentistry, nursing, religion 
and law. Professional training in gardening is provided in the 
Department of Horticulture. 

EXPENSES. Tuition is $35 a semester. Room board, and 
laundry is $20 per month (four weeks). Total expenses for a 
year amount to $260 (Freshmen should ’add $2.00 Freshmen 
Week fee). 

SCHOLARSHIPS AND STUDENT AID. Scholarships cover- 
ing a year’s tuition ($70) are available to the ranking graduates 
of approved high schools and to others who give evidence of 
high scholarship. Through NYA and University funds a limited 
number of jobs are available for students who show a need for 
such assistance. 

ADMISSION. Students who graduate from accredited high 
schools in the upper half of the graduating class are admitted 
upon presentation of evidence that they have completed fifteen 
units of high school work. (For distribution, see the catalouge.) 
Graduates of unaccredited high schools may secure admission 
by satisfactory acheivement in examinations administered at 
the opening of school, in addition to meeting the requirements 
set forth for graduates of accredited high schools.

j 7. No member shall speak on any question more than once 

! until all who wish to do so shall have spoken, except by permission 

' of the Conference. It shall not be in order to move the previous 

I question, or to lay on the table at the close of a speech until the 

I question has been discussed- with fairness to both sides. 

8. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to 

j indefinitely postpone shall be taken without debate, but the one 

. who offers a formal motion or resolution shall have the right to 

close the debate, and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion 
j ordering the previous question or to lay on the table or to ajourn. 

9. The following motions may take precedence of the original 

I motion or precedence of each other in the order here named. 1 — 

To adjourn to a given time; 2 — To adjourn; 3 — To take up the 
\ Order of the Day; 4 — To lay on the table; 5 — To move the previous 

question; 6 — To postpone to a given time; 7 — To refer to a Com- 
miittee; 8 — To amend; to postpone indefinitely. Anyone voting in 
the affirmative may move a reconsideration, but such a motion shall 
not be debatable. The “aye” and “nay” vote may be taken on any 
m.otion on the call for the same approval by hs of the members vot- 
ing. No debate shall precede the making of a motion. All questions 


i 
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of privilege must be decided by the Chair. Members shall not be in- 
terrupted while speaking, except by the presiding officer or Bishop 
or by a member through him or the Speaker’s consent. 

10. Laymen serving as Officers of the Conference or on Stand- 
ing Committees who are not Lay delegates to the Conference or 
on Standing Committees shall be granted the privilege of the 
floor with vote on matters relating to the Report of their 
Committee, and this shall include Laymen serving on the Board of 
Trustees, Conference Claimants, World Service Commission, Fi- 
nance, or otherwise. 

11. No member shall present charges against another member 
without having previously notified the accused, and his District 
Superintendent in writing before the session of the Conference 
opens, thus allowing the accused time to prepare for his defense. 
The charges and specification MUST BE IN WRITING duly signed. 
This is not intended to stop investigation of reports affecting 
character during the session of the Conference. All such charges 
shall be referred to a Select Committee. 

12. The Standing Committee representing the several Boards 
and Departments of the Church shall have full charge, and preside 
in the anniversaries for said department during the conference 
session, and as may be ordered otherwise and all matters pertain- 
ing to said Department shall be presented to that committee for 
their action and failing said committee’s membership shall be 
changed. All committee reports, resolutions, etc., shall be submitted 
in writing and a copy given to the Secretary and becomes the 
property of the Conference after action therein is taken. 

13. The Missionary Sermon shall be preached the Third Day at 
i’our P. M. The Conference recognized and commends the work of 
the Ministers’ Wives Association and urges upon every minister’s 
wife joins the same, also Lay Women if desired. Provisions shall 
be made for publishing their Annual report in the Conference 
Journal. 

14. In order to perfect the work of the Ministerial Training 
School, if for valid reasons, candidates fail to attend the Surnm^er 
school or otherwise, undergraduates may be examined the day be- 
fore the Conference opens, and given credit for work done then. 
This provision is not intended, to in any way take the place of the 
attendance upon the regular established Training School, and shall 
not be promiscuously granted. 

15. The regular designated time set by the Conference and the 
several Boards for observing their anniversaries shall be carried 
out, making allowance for un-avoidable hinderances. Pastors are 
urged to report said action, to the District Superintendent and to 
make all remittances to the Conference Treasurer monthly, as vot- 
ed by the Conference. We recommend the observance of said 
Causes in all of the District Conference and otherwise, in order to
